BAY STATE'S SECOND CITY. 


Kivalry for the Honor Finally Settled in 


Favor of Worcester. 


Under the subdivision made by the 


United States census officials there 
are four classes of cities in the United 
States. 
The cities oE the first class 


are those having more than 400,000 
population, the cities of the second 
class those having between 100,000 
and 400,000 people, the cities of the 
third class those having between 50,- 
OOQ and 100,000 inhabitants, and 
the 


cities of the fourth class those having 
fewer than 50,000 inhabitants. 
Mas- 


sachusetts is one of the few states 
which had under the last census no 
second-class cities. 
Its chief city, as 


well as its capital, port of entry and 
literary headquarters, is the city of 
Boston. 
Following Boston there is a 


break, a sort of urbau vacuum, aud 
then appear some cities of the third 
class, grouped so closely together as 
to be rivals for the distinction of sec-^ 
oud place. 
By the census of 1890 


these cities were "Worcester, with 84,- 
000 population; Lowell, with 77,000; 
Fall Biver with 74,000 and Cambridge 
with 70,000. Among the fourth class 
cities of Massachusetts by the same 
census were Lawrence, New Bedford, 
Springfield, 
Soinerville, 
Holyoke, 


Salem, Chelsea, Haverhill, Brockton 
and Taunton. 


Since the taking of the last Federal 


census the growth in population of 
Massachusetts cities has been very un- 
equal. - Into some there has been a 
large immigration; in others there has 
been a considerable reduction iu pop- 
ulation through the prostration of 
manufacturing interests in the bay 
state. The population of Massachu- 
setts cities has, to a considerable ex- 
tent, been shifting of 
late years 


through the migratory ways of the 
French Canadians. According to the 
last census there weie more than 15,- 
000 French Canadians in Fall Kiver, 
nearly 16,000 in Lowell, 5500 in Wor- 
cester, 7200 in Cambridge, 7000 in 
Holyoke, 4500 in Lawrence, 4100 in 
Somerville, 4100 in New Bedford and 
2700 in Springfield. 
Having few 


of the ties of association, 
Avhich are 


strong among the native New Eng- 
landers, they move from place to 
place as material interests seem to 
dictate, and thus make difficult accu- 
rate confutations of the city popula- 
tion in Massachusetts. 
The recent 


state census of Massachusetts has de- 
termined the honor of second place as 
between Worcester, Fall Kiver and 
Lowell. It shows that Worcester is 
the second largest city in the state. 
Fall River comes next, and then Low- 
ell and the other cities follow. 
The 


city of Worcester has come recently 
into more than usual prominence by 
reason of the fact that it is the Massa- 
chusetts city which has the largest 
proportion of native American inhab- 
itants, an'd its growth is, therefore, a 
normal one, not affected by immigra- 
tion.—New York Sun.

BAY STATE’S SECOND CITY, 


Kivnlry for tho Honor Finally Settled in 
Favor of Worcester. 


Under the subdivision made by the 
United States consus officials there 
are four classes of cities in the United 
States, 
The citios of the first class 
are those having moro than 400,000 
population, the cities of the second 
class those having between 100,000 
and 400,000 people, the cities of the 
third class those having between 50,- 
000 and 100,000 inhabitants, and the 
cities of the fourth class those having 
fewer than 50,000 inhabitants. 
Mas­ 
sachusetts is one of tho few states 
which had under the last census no 
second-class cities. 
Its chief city, as 
well as its capital, port of entry and 
literary headquarters, is the city of 
Boston. 
Following Boston there is a 
break, a sort of urban vacuum, 
and 
then appear some cities of the third 
class, grouped so closely together as 
to be rivals for the distinction of sec* 
ond place. 
By the census of 1890 
these cities were Worcester, with 84,- 
000 population; Lowell, with 77,000; 
Fall River with 74,000 and Cambridge 
with 70,000. 
Among the fourth class 
cities of Massachusetts by the same 
census were Lawrence, New Bedford, 
Springfield, 
Somerville, 
Holyoke, 
Salem, Chelsea, Haverhill, Brockton 
and Taunton. 


Since the taking of tho last Federal 
census the growth in population of 
Massachusetts cities has been very un­ 
equal. ♦ Into some there has been a 
large immigration; in others there has 
been a considerable reduction in po])- 
ulation through the prostration of 
manufacturing interests in the bay 
state. 
The population of Massachu­ 
setts cities has, to a considerable ex­ 
tent, 
been shifting of 
lato years 
through the migratory ways of the 
French Canadians. 
According to the 
last census there were more than 15,- 
000 French Canadians in Fall River, 
nearly 1G,000 in Lowell, 5500 in Wor­ 
cester, 7200 in Cambridge, 
7000 in 
Holyoke, 4500 in Lawrence, 4100 in 
Somerville, 4100 in New Bedford and 
2700 in Springfield. 
Having few 
of the ties of association, 
which are 
strong among the native New E ng­ 
landers, they move from place to 
place as material interests seem to 
dictate, and thus make difficult accu­ 
rate confutations of tho city popula­ 
tion in Massachusetts. 
The recent 
state census of Massachusetts has de­ 
termined the honor of second j^lace as 
between Worcester, Fall River and 
Lowell. 
It shows that Worcester is 
the second largest city in the state. 
Fall River comes next, and then Low­ 
ell and the other cities follow. 
The 
city of Worcester has come recently 
into more than usual prominence by 
reason of the fact that it is the Massa­ 
chusetts city which has the largest 
proportion of native American inhab­ 
itants, and its growth is, therefore, a 
normal one, not affected by immigra­ 
tion,—New York Sun.

Home

There recently appeared in the col- 


nmns of the Chattanooga 
(Tenn.) 


Times a brief account of a waterspout 
or landslide which occurred in the 
mountains of Hawkins county a few 
days ago. The public, iu hurriedly 
reading the account of this calamity, 
no doubt gave the matter but a pass- 
ing thought as an event of frequen 
occurrence, and did not realize in any 
sense, unless by actual experience, 
the devastation wrought, the sorrow 
bought or the heroism frequently dis- 
played in a calamity of this kind. 


A gentleman who resides iu the 


neighborhood visited by this death- 
dealing tornado related to me a few 
days past the destruction that was 
wrought, the lives that were swept in- 
to eternity aud particularly the match- 
less bravery displayed by an eleveu- 
year-old boy during the scene of de- 
vastation and death. 


But a short distance from Bay's 


mountain, Tenu., where the counties 
of Sullivan, Washington, Hawkins and 
Greene corner, and upon the side of 
a mountain known 
as Sandstone 


Bidge, nestled the humble home of 
the Conrptons. 
The house was a 


two-story log structure, and the fam- 
ily consisted of Koe Comptou, his 
aged mother, Charity Compton, his 
wife, Frances, and nine children, the 
two eldest of whom were daughters, 
aged about 18 and 20 years. 


A short distance below the house 


in front was a branch, which during 
the dry seasons was perfectly dry, 
but during excessive rainy spells be- 
came a raging cataract. 


In the rear of the house the land 


sloped gently upward for a short dis- 
tance, Avhen it began to rise abruptly, 
and almost as far as the eye could see 
this ridge or mountain rose grandly 
to the summit, where it towered above 
the home of this sturdy mountaineer.

run," explained an official of the su- 
pervising inspector of the steamboats' 
office in the treasury department, "it 
has always been understood that bet- 
ter meals are prepared aud served oil 
them than in hotels.

cook is not paid as much as a hotel 
cook, though he gets much more 
credit for his work. Hotel cooks have 
been tried time and time again on 
steamboats, but somehow they never 
appear to please the patrons of the 
boats. 
About the same things are 


Booked and they are cooked iu about 
the same way, but somehow the meal 
served on a steamboat seems to taste 
better. I have rarely ever heard of 
oor cooking ou a well established 
steamboat line or of poor meals, though 
;he public have but little idea of the 
trouble and expense it takes to get up 
i fine meal on a steamboat, which in 
jvery instance is nearly double what 
.t costs to get up the same meal on 
shore. Take the old-fashioned Mis- 
sissippi river steamers for an illustra- 
ion,or indeed the modern steamboats 
now plying that and other rivers. The 
meals that are prepared on them are 
not excelled anywhere in the world 
what makes the steamboat meal go 
down so well probably is the fact that 
here is plenty of time in which it 


be eaten. 
There is no hurry, 


lap, dash or bang about them. 
In 


nine cases out of ten the meal is paid 
for before it is eaten, the meal ticket 
being paid for before entrance can be 


i had to the dining room. 
This does 


away with all questions of charge, 
etc., which often arise after a meal is 
eaten in a hotel. 
It can be set down 


as an indisputable fact that, taken as 
a whole, the American steamboats 
furnish a more satisfactory and even 
elegant meal than does the averse 
hotel. I do not know why it should 
be so, but I am convinced that the 
judgment of the American people 
that it is a fact."

Thero recently appeared in the col­ 
umns of tho Chattanooga 
(Tenn.) 
Times a brief account of a waterspout 
or Inndslido wbicli occurred in the 
mountains of Hawkins county a few 
days ago. 
The public, in hurriedly 
reading tho account of this calamity, 
no doubt gave tho matter but a pass­ 
ing thought as an event of frequent 
occurrence, and did not realize in any 
sonso, unless by actual experience, 
the devastation wrought, the sorrow 
bought or tho heroism frequently dis­ 
played in a calamity of this kind. 


A gentleman who resides in tho 
neighborhood visited by this death- 
dealing tornado related to me a few 
days past tho destruction that was 
wrought, the lives that were swept in­ 
to eternity and particularly the match­ 
less bravery displayed by an eleven- 
year-old boy during the scene of de­ 
vastation and death. 


But a short distance from Bay’s 
mountain, Tenn., where the counties 
of Sullivan, Washington, Hawkins and 
Greene corner, and upon the side of 
a mountain known 
as 
Saudstone 
Ridge, nestled the humble home of 
the Comptons. 
The 
house was 
a 
two-story log structure, and the fam­ 
ily consisted of Eoo Compton, his 
aged mother, Charity Compton, his 
wife, Frances, aud nine children, the 
two oldest of whom were daughters, 
aged about 18 and 20 years. 


A short distance below the house 
in front was a branch, which during 
the dry seasons was perfectly dry, 
but during excessive rainy spoils be­ 
came a raging cataract. 


In the rear of the house the land 
sloped gently upward for a short dis­ 
tance, when it began to rise abruptly, 
and almost as far as the eye could see 
this ridge or mountain rose grandly 
to the summit, whorG it towered above 
the home of this sturdy mountaineer. 
Many times had he watched the storm 
king beat fiercely against its craggy 
sides, as for the mastery, 
while he 
sat in his humble house surrounded 
by his loved ones in fancied security. 


On the night of this fearful storm 
the Compton family retired with no 
thought of the impending calamity. 
The husband, his mother and the two 
eldest daughters occupied one end of 
the home, while the wife and seven 
other children slept in the aimrtments 
of the other end. 


During the night members of the 
family were awakened by the fury of 
the tempeBt. 
The thunder roared in­ 
cessantly and the vivid flashes of light­ 
ning shot in at tho partly screened 
windows of the house and lighted up 
the interior almost as light as day. 


Down in tho ravine in front of the 
house the waters began to rise rapid­ 
ly. 
They seemed to come down from 
the mountain sides and tho valley in 
perfect waves and seethed and surged 
in their fury. 
The water was up 
within a few feet of the house, when 
far up on the mountain side in the 
rear of the dwelling, a huge boulder, 
which probably had been anchored 
there for centuries, left its moorings 
and came crashing down the moun­ 
tain side. Hero it would strike a tree 
and uproot it; there it would strike 
another rock and start it rolling, and 
together they swept down the incline, 
gathering strength, velocity and ad­ 
ditional destructive elements in the 
onward sweep of death and devasta­ 
tion.

When tho bodies of these four un­ 
fortunate persons were 
found the 
next day miles below where their 
home stood, 
they were mangled al­ 
most beyond recognition. 


The moiher and seven littlo ones, 
who occupied the other end of the 
building, fared better, 
but 
went 
through an experience of terribleness 
that few of mankind are called upon 
to endure. 
This part of the house 
was entirely wrecked also. 
What 
must have been the anguish of this 
mother’s heart as tho falling timbers 
came crashing down upon her little 
ones? 
Fortunately the force with 
which the other end of the building 
was struck threw this en < almost out 
of the water, 
else, instead of four, 
your news item would have recorded 
the death of twelve persons. 


When Jimmy Compton, aged eleven, 
was thrown roughly from his bed ancl 
awakened by the falling timbers, he 
did not begin to cry, as ninety-nine 
out of every hundred boys would have 
done. He began to act at once. 
With 
nothing on but his night clothes, al­ 
most drowned by the torrent of vain 
that was falling, with the thunder 
roaring and the lightning flashing, 
and amid a scene that would strike 
terror to the hearts of the stoutest 
men, little Jimmy began the rescue of 
his brothers aud sisters. 
He could 
¿iear the wailings of the little ones 


nbovo the roar of the tempest. 
D ur­ 
ing tho flashes of lightning he rescued 
them, quioted their fears with a gen­ 
tle voice and led them to tho barn near 
by for shelter and safety. While look­ 
ing after the littlo ones in the barn 
and during the interim botwoen tho 
roars of thunder, Jimmy hoard the 
voice of liis mother as if in distress. 
Instantly he again ventured out into 
the fury of tho tempest to look for his 
mother. 


“ Whero are you, mamma?” Jimmy 
shrieked, but the roar of the thunder 
drowned his voice and there was no 
answer. 
Finally, after searching a 
considerable time, he heard a moan, 
and during tho lightning’s flash ho 
discovered his mother, who was lying 
with a heavy log across her breast. 
Jimmy took hold of the piece of tim­ 
ber and tried to move it, but his 
strength was not sufficient. 


“Be patient, mamma: Jim will get 
you out,” he spoke assuvingly. With 
a brave heart aud a steady nerve, al­ 
most naked, with the rain pelting him 
and tho lightning flashing and tho 
thunder roaring, he tugged and work­ 
ed manfully, but the log would not 
move. 
During his struggles to re­ 
lease his mother he spoke encourag­ 
ingly, and, like the brave little man 
he was, did all in his power to 'quiet 
her fears. 
Finally he secured a stake 
or pale, and jjlacing it under ono end 
of the log, and summoning all his 
childish strength, he threw the beam 
off her form and assisted her to the 
barn. 


MEALS ON STEAMBOATS. 


Cooked 
B etter and JVIoro Satisfactory 
Thun Those Served in Hotels. 


“Ever since steamboats have been 
ru n ,” explained an official of the su­ 
pervising inspector of the steamboats’ 
office in the treasury dejjartment, “it 
has always been understood that bet­ 
ter meals are prepared and served on 
them than in hotels. 
A steamboat 
cook is not paid as much as a hotel 
cook, 
though he gets much more 
credit for his work. Hotel cooks have 
been tried time and time again on 
steamboats, but somehow they never 
appear to please the patrons of the 
boat3. 
About the same things are 
cooked and they are cooked in about 
the same way, but somehow the meal 
served on a steamboat seems to taste 
better. 
I have rarely ever heard of 
poor cooking on a well established 
steamboat line or of poor meals, though 
the public have but little idea of the 
trouble and exjjense it takes to get up 
a line meal on a steamboat, which in 
every instance is nearly double what 
it costs to get up the same meal on 
shore. 
Take the old-fashioned Mis­ 
sissippi river steamers for an illustra­ 
tion,or indeed the modern steamboats 
now plying that and other rivers. The 
meals that are prepared on them are 
not excelled anywhere in the world — 
what makes the steamboat meal go 
down so well probably is the fact that 
there is plenty of time in which it 
can be eaten. 
There is no hurry, 
slax^, dash or bang about them. 
In 
nine cases out of ten the meal is paid 
for before it is eaten, the meal ticket 
being paid for before entrance can bo 
had to the dining room. 
This does 
away with all questions of charge, 
etc., which often arise after a meal is 
eaten in a hotel. 
It can be set down 
as an indisputable fact that, taken as 
a whole, the American steamboats 
furnish a more satisfactory and even 
elegant meal than does the a v e r s e 
hotel. 
I do not know why it should 
be so, but I am convinced that the 
judgment of the American people is 
that it is a fact.” 


Alivo After Falling: 800 Feot. 


Andrew Ro3ettef a timbermau, em­ 
ployed at the Original mine, fell a dis­ 
tance of 800 feet by the parting of tho 
cable. 


Kosetto had just taken a load of 
timber to the 1100-foot level and was 
returning to the surface for a second 
supply for the same level. 
He started 
with D. Hancock, a pumpman, who 
was going to the 100J. 


The cage was stopped, and after 
Hancock got oil* Rosette gave the sig­ 
nal for the surface. 
From the 1000 to 
the 300 the cago shot up the shaft, and 
just as tho 3U0 level was reached the 
one-inch round cable parted and tho 
cage dropped to the bottom of the 
shaft at a terrific rate of speed. 
Tho 
safeties apparently 
did 
not work. 
Several miners on the 1100-foot level 
rushed to the man’s assistance, ex­ 
pecting to find him killed. 
When as­ 
sistance arrived Bosette was attempt­ 
ing to climb out of the cage. 
He said 
he was not injured, but felt very «sick. 
Dr. Wells’s ambulance was summoned, 
and he was removed to the hosintal. 
An examination of the body was made 
by the physician, but not a trace of 
any bruises was found. 
He appeared 
somewhat dazed, aud was apparently 
suffering from the shock more than 
anything else, 
liosette is about '2& 
years of age.—Butte (Mont.) Daily 
Inter-Mountain.

Pay Pension Checks at Post Office. 
An arraiugemeut lias been effected be- 


tween the Pension Bureau aud the Post 
Ooffice p.nd Treasury Departments by 
which pensioners will hereafter be per- 
mitted to have their checks cashed at til 
money-order post-offices free of charge. 
It is roughly estimated that this will re. 
suit in a saving to the pensioners of about 
$250,000 per annum. As it is now, many 
of the checks sent out by the government 
to pensioners, representing $150,000,000 
annually, are distributed among pension- 
ers in small towns and rural districts, 
where they experience considerable diffi- 
cult}7 in getting checks cashed. Few of 
them have bank accounts, and conse- 
quently they have to pay from 10 to 75 
cents to have their checks cashed. The 
Post Office Department expect to benefit 
by the arrangement, as the checks can 
be remitted in payment of the balances 
due from postmasters and save the ex- 
pense of transporting the money—Ga- 
zette.

died at his home in New Chester, Pa. 
on the first day of October. This sim 
pie announcement will be sad and start 
Hug news to hundreds of collectors win 
have met him personally, and thousands 
who have known him by reputation or 
through correspondence during his phil- 
atelic career extentlm;;; over the past eight 
or ten years. "Bob," as he was famil- 
Harly known among his personal friends, 
was born a little over 25 ye.trs ago, with- 
in ten miles of the home he has just left 
in sorrow, and has always lived in the 
same vicinity. His collecting instinct 
was evident in liis boyhood in gathering 
tin tags, cards, coins, birds' eggs, shells, 
and Indian relics. 


In 1889 he started a small stamp paper, 


Curios, then followed The American Col- 
lector afterwards called The Collector, 
and in 1892, assisted by Ralph P. Spoon- 
er of New York, he launched The Week- 
ly Philatelist which .ontinued publica- 
tion for nearly two years, when it ceased 
publication for lack of time to devote to 
it on the part of the publishers. In Au- 
gust 1896, he issued the first number of 
the new series of The American Collec- 
tor then being located at Piuey Creek, 
Md., and continued it until he moved 
back to his old home in New Chester in 
the spring of 1897. intending to continue 
it from that place, but finding that his 
general store took so much of his time, 
it was sold to the writer. Mr. Miller 
first conceived'ttfe idea of a society with 
low cast for the beginner in the summer 
of 1890, and it took definite shape in the 
organization of the Sons of Philatelia on 
Jan. 1st, 1891, and during that time has 
enrolled more members than any other 
philatelic society in America. He was 
first president and was its secretary until 
bis duties obliged him to relinquish the 
position in August, 1897, on his removal 
to New Chester he opened a general *tore, 
and worked early and late to build up a 
business that was best in town at time of 
his death. Close application to his busi- 
ness indoors developed a Jung trouble, 
which vras not attended to in time. In 
July last, he consulted Dr J. L. Sheetz, 
and treated for the difficulty, and was 
getting better, when, unwisely, he made 
a business trip to Baltimore, arriving at 
midnight, which brought on a relapse, 
ending in his deatli two weeks later. The 
writer first met him at the convention of 
the Sons of Philatelta at Gettysburg in 
1896, afterwards visiting him at his home 
at Piuey Creek, remaining with him for 
over a month, and as aresult of this visit 
became a neighbor. The funeral took 
place on Monday, Oct. 3rd. The pall 
bearers were R. J. Russell, M. D., W. H. 
Emmert, W. F. Sheely and the writer, 
the officiating clergyman. Rev. O. J. M. 
Ketner paid a glowing tribute to the de- 
ceased, who had become endeared to him 
from long acquaintance. The bearers and 
officiating clergyman, as well as the phy 
sician who attended him in his last ill- 
ness, are all members of the society 
fonned by Mr. Miller, as well as of the 
Columbian Philatelic Society of which 
he was an early member. Mr. Miller 
leaves a widow and little daughter of 
three years.

Fashoda, to which the attention of 


the world has been directed as the 
supposed point of establishment of a 
French expedition hostile to the pur- 
poses and plans of Great Britian in 
Central Africa, is the capital of the 
Shilluk country. 
In 1845 it was an- 


nexed by Egypt to the government of 
Khartoum, and was used as a place of 
transportation for political prisoners 
and galley slaves. "It is said," writes 
Gessi Pacha, who was governor of the 
Bahr-el-Ghazal 
under 
Gordon, in 


"Seven Years in the Soudan," "that 
any one sent to Fashoda never re- 
turns. 
The climate is unhealthy, the 


air pestilential, aud it rarely happens 
that a condemned prisoner survives 
the effects of the privitations of the 
place." 


When Gessi first visited Fashoda 


he found no political prisoners there, 
but there were about two hundred 
convicts working at 
the galleys. 


There were a few shops slenderly sup- 
plied with articles at a high price. 
These were for the most part kept by 
Greeks. The commandant of the place, 
Lieutenant Colonel Yusgnf Bey, was 
then doing his best to improve the 
city, but with little success. 
At that 


time the surrounding territory yielded 
only a few hippopotamus hides, and 
the officials and residents were chiefly 
occupied by the slave trade. 
Gessi 


soon made an end of this. 


At the instance of Gordon the de- 


scendant of the sultan.-, of the Shilluks 
was made key of Fashoda, with a high 
salary, aad was specially charged to 
suppress slavery, from which his fel- 
low tribesmen had suffered. 
The 


market, which formerly ^as full of 
slight huts, in which the Jelabba kept 
their slaves,was abolished,and slavery 
was publicly prohibited. 


After the fall of Lupton, who suc- 


ceeded Gessi as governor, Fashoda 
with the rest of the Bahr-el-Ghazal 
province fell into the hands of the 
Mahdists. 
According to Father Ohr- 


walder, Fashoda then became an im- 
portant centre of the cereal trade. 
The supplies of corn received at that 
town at one time saved Oindurman 
from absolute starvation. 
Up to 1889 


Fashoda continued the supply, most 
of the native cultivators receiving in 
exchange glass beads,pieces of copper, 
iron, cowrie.", and old Medjidie dol- 
lars. 
The Khalifa subsequently des- 


patched Zeki Tnmmal and an army 
from Galabat to attack Fashoda and 
its people. The town and surrounding 
country were ravaged and ruined by 
this incursion.

nexed by Egypt to the government of 
Khartoum, aud was used as a place of 
transportation for political prisoners 
and galley slaves. “ It is said,” writes 
Gessi Pacha, who was governor of tho 
Bahr-el-Ghazal 
under 
Gordon, 
in 
“ Seven Years in the Soudan,” “ that 
any one sent to Fashoda never re­ 
turns. 
The climate is unhealthv, the

air pestilential, and it rarely happens 
that a condemned prisoner survives 
the effects of the privitations of the 
place.” 


When Gessi first visited Fashoda 
he found no political prisoners there, 
but there were about two hundred 
convicts 
working at 
the galleys. 
There were a few shops slenderly sup­ 
plied with articles at a high price. 
These were for the most part kept by 
Greeks. The commandant of theplace, 
Lieutenant Colonel Yussuf Bey, was 
then doing his best to improve the 
city, but with little success. 
At that 
time the surrounding territory yielded 
only a few hippopotamus hides, and 
the officials and residents were chiefly 
occupied by the slave trade. 
Gessi 
soon made an end of this. 


At the instance of Gordon the de­ 
scendant of the sultau^of the Shilluks 
was made fcey of Fashoda, with a high 
salary, and was specially charged to 
suppress slavery, from which his fel­ 
low tribesmen had suffered. 
The 
market, which formerly was full of 
slight huts, in which the Jelabba kept 
their slaves,was abolished,and slavery 
was publicly prohibited. 


After the fall of Lupton, who suc­ 
ceeded Gessi as governor, Fashoda 
with the rest of the Bahr-el-Ghazal 
province fell into the hands of the 
Mabdists. 
According to Father Ohr- 
walder, Fashoda then became an im­ 
portant centre of the cereal trade. 
The supplies of corn received at that 
town at one time saved Omdurman 
from absolute starvation. 
Up to 1889 
Fashoda continued the supply, most 
of the native cultivators receiving in 
exchange glass beads,pieces of copper, 
iron, cowries, and old Medjidie dol­ 
lars. 
The Khalifa subsequently des­ 
patched Zeki Tummal and an army 
from Galabat to attack Fashoda and 
its people. The town and surrounding 
country were ravaged and ruined by 
this incursion.

sion, 830,000 railroad employes in the 
United States, 
whose gross wages 
and salaries are nearly $500,000,000 a 
year, or sixty-two per cent, of the 
operating expenses of the American 
railways. 
There are four employes 
oh the average for each mile of rail­ 
road track. 
There are 30,049 station 
agents, 35,667 engineers, 25,322 con­ 
ductors, 43,768 switchmeu, flagmen, 
and watchmen, and 21,452 telegraph 
operators and despatchers. 
At the 
present ratio of increase—there are 
now 50,000 more railway employes in 
the United States than there were in 
1895™the total number will not be 
very far below 1,000,000 at the time 
of the next census. 


Here is an army in which there is 
no mustering out and no war footing, 
for the railroad army of the United 
States,larger than the number of rail­ 
road employes of any other country, is 
essentially an army of peace, and it is 
steadily growing at a rate larger than 
the railroads themselves, taking the 
mileage as a measure of their impor­ 
tance.—New York Times.

FORTY TONS OF MONUMENT. 


All <>fI.tic;«K I>»ii);lai<h'H Kst»te of 


Iteing Spent Over His Grave. 


It has taken a determined executor, 


the Legislature of the state of Con- 
necticut, and the governor's signature 
to carry out Lucas Douglass's wish, 
that all of his little fortune, about 
$12,000, should be expended upon a 
monument to be placed over his grave. 
Douglass was an eccentric resident of 
Ashford. 
When his will was read 


after his death, his relatives, whom he 
had not mentioned in it, were disposed 
to make a fjght for his estate on the 
ground that no one but au insane man 
would want to have $12,000 spent 
upon a monument in a secluded Ash- 
ford .cemetery. 


Executor Baker was determined to 


carry out Douglass's wishes to the 
letter, and, in order to secure a lot 
more suitable for the monument, took 
the matter to the Legislature, asking 
leave to remove the remains to West- 
ford Hill cemetery. Opposition was 
made, but the executor finally won, 
and Governor Cooke ultimately ap- 
proved the resolution providing for the 
erection in Westford of the monument 
as directed by Douglass's will. 


Now the provisions of this will are 


being carried out and the 812,000 
monument is beiug set up in the little 
out-of-the-way cemetery in Westford. 
Every effort has been made to get the 
full value of ornamental stonework for 
the money, and a team of twenty-two 
horses is now drawing the base from 
Williniantic to the cemetery. 
This 


base is a granite block ten feet square 
and weighing sixteen tons. A special- 
ly constructed truck is used to trans- 
port it. 
The wheels are of solid oak, 


•with tires fifteen inches wide. It has 
been necessary to strengthen all the 
bridges over which the load is to 
pass. 


The upper part of the monument is 


of marble, aud it js said that Mr. 
Douglass's little fortune will yield him 
about forty tons of cut stonework to 
mark his grave.

The Bigjretit Thermometer. 


Biggest of all thermometers in the 


world is the one which Colonel Knight 
is setting iu the ground at Harestock, 
Winchester. Mass. It is seventy feet 
long, nearly twice the length of the 
longest ever made before. 
The object 


of sinking such a shaft is to take the 
temperature of the earth at that depth. 
To lower ths thermometer it is neces- 
sary to put up scaffolding at least 
seventy feet high. 
The instrument 


was raised by means of steam cranes, 
and then lowered carefully into the 
seventy-foot hole which had been dag 
for it. 


The thermometer is made on the 


same principle as the household ones, 
but, because of its size, several un- 
nsual difficulties had to be overcome. 
Ordinarily the freezing and boiling 
points are marked according to actual 
test =, and the intervening degrees di- 
vided off accordingly, but this pro- 
cess is impossible in such a big in- 
strument as this, and the scale had to 
be lai'.I o it arbitrarily.

It has taken a determined executor, 
tho Legislature of the state of Con­ 
necticut, and the governor’s signature 
to carry out Lucas Douglass’s wish, 
that all of his little fortune, about 
$12,000, should be expended upon a 
monument to be placed over his grave. 
Douglass was an eccentric resident of 
Ashford. 
When his will was read 
after his death, his relatives,whom he 
had not mentioned in it, were disposed 
to make a tight for his estate on tho 
ground that 110 one but an insane man 
would want to have $12,000 spent 
upon a monument in a secluded Ash­ 
ford «cemetery. 
♦ 
*- 


Executor Baker was determined to 
carry out Douglass’s wishes to tho 
letter, and, in order to secure a lot 
more suitable for the monument, took 
the matter to tho Legislature, asking 
leave to remove the remains to West- 
ford Hill cemetery. 
Opposition was 
made, but the executor linallv won, 
v 
* 
and Governor Cooke ultimately ap­ 
proved the resolution providing for the 
erection in Westford of the monument 
as directed by Douglass’s will. 


Now the provisions of this will are 
being carried out and the $12,000 
monument is being set up in the little 
out-of-the-way cemetery in Westford. 
Every effort has been made to get the 
full value of ornamental stonework for 
tho money, and a team of twenty-two 
horses is now drawing the base from 
Willimantic to the cemetery. 
This 
base is a granite block ten feet square 
and weighing sixteen tons. A special­ 
ly constructed truck is used to trans­ 
port it. 
The wheels are of solid oak, 
with tires fifteen inches wide. 
It has 
been necessary to strengthen all the 
bridges over which the load is to 
pass. 


The upper part of the monument is 
of marble, and it js said that Mr. 
Douglass’s little fortune will yield him 
about forty tons of cut stonework to 
mark bis grave.

T h e liiffKeitt T herm om eter. 


Biggest of all thermometers in tho 
world is the one which Colonel Knight 
is setting in the ground at Harestock, 
Winchester. Mass, 
It is seventy feet 
long, nearly twice the length of the 
longest ever made before. 
The object 
of sinking such a shaft is to take tho 
temperature of the earth at that depth. 
To lower the thermometer it is neces­ 
sary to put up scaffolding at least 
seventy feet high. 
The instrument 
was raised by means of steam cranes, 
and then lowered carefully into the 
seventy-loot hole which had been dug 
for it. 


The thermometer is made on the 
eame principle as the household ones, 
but, because of its size, several un­ 
usual difficulties hud to be overcome. 
Ordinarily the freezing and boiling 
points are marked according to actual 
tests and the intervening degrees di­ 
vided off accordingly, but this pro­ 
cess is impossible in such a big in­ 
strument as this, and the scale had to 
be laid oat arbitrarily.

Hard work, sand and 
sun iu profusion, 
water alarmingly 
scarce and gold scarcer 1 
Such is the 
lot of tho Australian gold miner. 
True, there are exceptions, when gold 
can be picked up for tho trouble of 
stooping and food and water freely 
purchased at reasonable prices. 
But, 
being exceptions, these cases only go 
to prove the rule. 
And so there is 
nothing surprising in tho fact that 
three diggers, with whom sve are now 
concerned, found themselves on the 
very edge of tho Great Victorian des­ 
ert m West Australia with pockets 
none too full and themselves often 
empty. 
They toiled patiently on 
against persistent ill-luck,hoping that 
each day might bring tho turning- 
point in the tide of their affairs which 
would lead to fortune.

Under the subdivision made by the 
United States consus officials there 
are four classes of cities in the United 
States. 
Tho cities of the first class 
are those having more than 400,000 
population, the cities of the second 
class those having between 100,000 
and 400,000 people, tho cities of the 
third class th ose haviug between 50,- 
000 and 100,000 inhabitants, and the 
cities of the fourth class those having 
fewer than 50,000 inhabitants. 
Mas- 
sachusetts is one of tho few states 
which had under the last census no 
second-class cities. 
Its chief city, as 
well as its capital, port of entry and 
literary headquarters, is the city of 
Boston. 
Following ]Boston there is a 
break, a sort of urban vacuum, 
and 
then appear some cities of the third 
class, grouped so closely together as 
to be rivals for the distinction of sec-^ 
oud place. 
By the ceusus of 1890 
these cities were Worcester, with 84,- 
000 population; Lowell, with 77,000; 
Fall River with 74,000 and Cambridge 
Avith 70,000. 
Among the fourth class 
cities of Massachusetts by the same 
census were Lawrence, New Bedford, 
Springfield, 
Somerville, 
Holyoke, 
Salem, Chelsea, Haverhill, Brockton 
and Taunton. 


Since the taking of tho last Federal 
ceusus the growth in population of 
Massachusetts cities has been very un- 
equal. • Into some there has been a 
large immigration; in others there has 
been a considerable reduction iu po])- 
ulation through the prostration of 
manufacturing interests in the bay 
state. 
The population of Massachu- 
setts cities has, to a considerable ex- 
tent, 
been shifting of 
late years 
through the migratory ways of the 
French Canadians. 
According to the 
last census there were more than 15,- 
000 French Canadians in Fall Kiver, 
nearly 1G,000 in Lowell, 55U0 in Wor- 
cester, 7200 in Cambridge, 
7000 in 
Holyoke, 4500 in Lawrence, 4100 in 
Somerville, 4100 in New Bedford and 
2700 in Springfield. 
Having 
few 
of the ties of association, 
which are 
strong among the native New Eng- 
landers, they move from place to 
place as material interests seem to 
dictate, and thus make diflicult accu- 
rate con>)utations of the city popula- 
tion in Massachusetts. 
The recent 
state census of Massachi^setts has de- 
termined the honor of second jilace as 
between Worcester, Fall 
Kiver and 
Lowell. 
It shows that Worcester is 
the second largest city in the state. 
Fall Kiver comes next, and then Low- 
ell and the other cities follow. 
The 
city of Worcester has come 
recently 
into more than usual i^rominence by 
reason of the fact that it is the Massa- 
chusetts city which has tho largest 
proportion of native American inhab- 
itants, and its growth is, therefore, a 
normal one, not aflected by immigra- 
tion,—New York Sun.

the tempest. 
The thunder roared in- 
cessantly and the vivid flashes of light- 
ning shot in at tho partly screened 
windows of the house and lighted up 
the interior almost as light as day.

The 
meals that are prepared on them are 
not excelled anywhere in the world — 
what makes the steamboat meal 
go 
down so well probably is the fact that 
there is plenty of time in which 
it 
can be eaten. 
There is no 
hurry, 
slap, dash or bang about them. 
Jn 
nine cases out of ten the meal is paid 
for before it is eaten, the meal ticket 
being i^aid for before entrance can bo 
had to the 
dining room. 
This does 
away Avith all questions of 
charge, 
etc., which often arise after a meal is 
eaten in a hotel. 
It can be set down 
as an indisi)utable fact that, taken as 
a whole, the 
American 
steamboats 
furnish a more satisfactory and even 
elegant meal than does the

Tiie newly wedded couple spent tlie first 
few years on the farm, until Mr. Collins 
made purchase of a small tract of land at 
Two Taverns on which hr* erected ii 
dwelling and store-room and started a 
general store. 
Shortly after starting up 
lie was appointed postmaster. 
Being in- 
terested in a maj ket car between Llttlct 
town and Baltimore he personally made 
the trip once a week from Littlestown. 
On one of these tri])s to Baltimore his 
train 
was wrecked, he himself 
being 
caught between his car and another and 
M'as held in this moat painful positi<m 
for over an hour before beiji/r released. 
His right leg was crushed below the knee 
and the left one broken at two places and 
dislocated at the ankle.

weeks was brought to his jiome at Two 
Taverns where he was confined to his 
bed for four weeks more.

a fretured light arm which again laid 
him up for a while. 


Notwitlistaudingthe many misfortune^

organization of theSonsof Philateliaon 
Jan. 1st, 1801, and during that time has 
enrolled more members tlian any other 
philatelic society in America. 
He "was 
first president and was its secretary until 
his duties obliged him to relinquish the 
position in Auunst, 1897, on his removal 
to New Chester he opened a general ttore, 
and worked earl^' and late to build up a 
business that was best in town at time of 
his death. 
Close application to his busi- 
ness indoors developed a lung trouble, 
which was not attended to in tune. 
In 
July last, he consulted Dr J. L. Sheetz, 
and treated for the difficulty, and was 
getting better^ when, unwisely, he made 
a business trip to Baltimore, arriving at 
midnight, which brought on a relapse, 
ending in his deatli two weeks later. The 
writer first met him at the convention of 
the Sons of Philaielta at Gettysburg in 
180G, afterwards visiting him at his home 
at Piney Creek, remaining with him for 
over a mouth, and as aresult of this visit 
became a neighbor. 
The funeral took 
place on Monday, Oct. Brd. The pall 
bearers were R. J . Russell, M. D,,W. H. 
Kmmert, W. F . Sheely and the writer, 
the ofiiciatingclergyman, Rev. Q, J . M. 


Ketner paid a glowing tribute to the de- 
ceased, who had become endeared to him 
from long acquaintance. The bearers and 
olficiating clergyman, as well as the phy 
sician who attended him in bis lust ill- 
ness, are all members of the society 
founed by Mr, Miller, as well as of the 
Columi)ian Philatelic Society of which 
ho was an early member. 
Mr, Miller 
leaves a widow and little daughter of 
three years. 
His father and mother also 
live to mourn one cut oil so early in life 
with such a bright future before him. 
He sleeps, life's cares and anxieties dis- 
turb him not, he waits the glories of tlie 
world to come.

CAPITAL OF CENTRAL 
AFRICA. 


Rocont IHRtorv of KaRhodu, "Wlicro Mar- 
chniiil Ik KstabllRheil, 


Fashoda, to which 
the attention of 
the world has been 
directed 
as the 
supposed point of 
establishmeul of a 
French expedition hostile to the pur- 
poses and plans 
of Great Eritian in 
Central Africa, 
is 
the capital of the 
Shilluk country. 
In 1845 it was an- 
nexed by Egypt to the government of 
Khartoum, and was used as a place of 
transportation 
for political prisoners 
and galley slaves, "It is said," writes 
Gessi Paoha, who was governor of the 
Bahr-el-(;ihazal 
under 
Gordon, 
in 
"Seven Years in the Soudan," "that 
any one sent 
to Fashoda never re- 
tur us. 
The climate is unhealthv, the 
air pestilential, and it rarely happens 
that a condemned prisoner 
survives 
the eflects of 
the privitations of the 
j)lace." 


When Gessi 
first 
visited Fashoda 
he found no political prisoners there, 
but there 
were about two hundred 
convicts 
working 
at 
the 
galleys. 
There were a few shops slenderly sup- 
plied with 
articles 
at a high price. 
These were for the most part kept by 
Greeks. The commandant of theplace, 
Lieutenant Colonel Yusguf Bey, was 
then doing 
his 
best 
to imj^rove the 
city, but with little success. 
At that 
time the surrounding territory yielded 
only a few hii^popotamus hide's, 
and 
the officials and residents were chiefly 
occupied by the 
slave trade. 
Gessi 
soon made an end ol' this. 


At tb e instance 
of Gordon the de- 
scendant of the sultau^-.of the Shilluks 
was made l»ey of Fashoda, with a high 
salary, aud was 
specially charged to 
suppress slavery, from wliich his fel- 
loM' tribesmen 
had suflered. 
The 
market, 
which 
formerly was full of 
slight huts, iu which the'jelabba kept 
their slaves,Avas abolished,aud slavery 
was publicly prohibited. 


After the fall of Lupton, who suc- 
ceeded 
Gessi 
as governor, Fashoda 
with the rest of 
the 
Bahr-el-Ghazal 
province fell into the 
hands of 
the 
Mahdists. 
According to Father Ohr- 
walder, Fashoda 
then became an im- 
portant centre 
of 
the 
cereal trade. 
The supijlies of corn received at that 
town at one 
time saved 
Omdurman 
from al)Rolute starvation. 
Up to 1889 
Fashoda continued the supply, most 
of the native cultivators receiving in 
exchange glass beads, pieces of copper, 
iron, cowries, 
and old 
Medjidie dol- 
lar s. 
The Khalifa subsequently des- 
patched Zeki Tummal 
and an 
army 
from Galabat to attack Fashoda and 
its people. The town and surrounding 
country were ravaged aud ruined by 
this incursion.

sion, 830,000 railroad employes in the 
United States,

wages 
and salaries are nearly $500,000,000 a 
year, or sixty-two per cent, of the 
operating expenses of the American 
railways. 
There are four employes 
oU the average for each mile of rail- 
road brack. 
There are 30,049 station 
agents, 35,667 enginoere, 25,322 con- 
ductors, 43,768 Bwitchmeu, 
flagmen, 
and watchmen, and 21,452 telegraph 
operators and despatchers. 
At the 
present ratio of increase—there 
are 
now 50,000 more railway employes iu 
the United States than there were in 
1895—the total number will not be 
very far below 1,000,000 at the time 
of the next census. 


Here is an army in which there is 
no mustering out and no war footing, 
for the railroad army of the United 
States, larger than the number of rail,- 
road employes of any other country, is 
essentially an army of peace, and it is 
steadily growing at a rate larger than 
th e railroads themselves, taking the 
mileage as a measure of their impor- 
tance.—New York Times.

out-of-the-way cemetery in Westford. 
Every eiibrt has been made to get the 
full value of ornamental stonework for 
the money, and a team of 
twenty-tAvo 
horses is now drawing the base 
from

cemetery.

base is a granite block ten feet square 
and weighing sixteen tons. A special- 
ly constructed 
truck is used to trans- 
port it. 
The wheels are of solid oak, 
with tires fifteen inches wide.

Biggest of all thermometers in the 
worUl is the one which Colonel Knight 
is setting in the ground at Harestock, 
Winchester.

temperature of the earth at that depth. 
To lower the tlierinometer it is neces- 
sary to put up scafl'olding at least 
Beventy feet high. 
The iustrument 
was raised by means of steam cranes, 
and then lowered carefully into the 
Bevenly-l'oot hole which had been dug 
for it. 


The thermometer is made on the 
eaine principle as the household ones, 
but, because of its size, several un-

Sucli is the 
lot of the Australian 
gold 
miner. 
True, there avo exceptions, when gold 
can be picked up foi* the 
trouble of 
stooping and 
food and 
water freely 
purchased at reasonable i^rices. 
Eat, 
being exceptions, these cases only go 
to prove the rule. 
And 
so there is 
nothing surprising 
in the fact that 
three diggers, with whom we are now 
concerned, found themselves on the 
very edge of the Great Victorian des- 
ert iu West Australia 
with 
pockets 
none too full and 
themselves often 
empty. 
They toiled patiently 
on 
against persistent ill-luck,hoping that 
each day might 
bring the 
turning- 
point in the tide of their aliairs which 
would lead to fortune. 


An Engishman, 
boyishly hopeful; 
an Irishman,humorously despondent, 
and
